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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Eighth Schedule to the Constitution contains the names of fifteen 
languages of India. But Maithili, Rajasthani, Bhojpuri and Nepali do 
not find place there. 

Maithili is a very rich language and has literary history of above 
seven hundred years. It is the mother tongue of more than fifteen 
million people. It is recognised for post-graduate studies in the Uni¬ 
versities of Calcutta, Bihar, Patna, Allahabad, etc., and there has been 
widespread demand for the inclusion in the Eighth Schedule to the Cons¬ 
titution. Besides, it is the mother tongue of a large and populous part 
(Terai) of F, pal whose inhabitants have regular social, cultural, 
academic and commercial dealings with their Maithili speaking neigh¬ 
bours of India, mainly in North Bihar. 

Nepali is the mother tongue of Indian citizens of Nepalese origin 
inhabiting northern parts of West Bengal and other parts of India. 

Rajasthani is a language of immense importance spoken by over¬ 
whelming majority of the people of Rajasthan. 

Similarly, Bhojpuri Is the mother tongue of the inhabitants of a vast 
area of the western parts of Bihar and eastern U.P, It has been deve¬ 
loping speedily during the last several decades. 

The inclusion of the above mentioned four languages in the Eighth 
Schedule to the Constitution will immensely help the cause of literacy 
and consequent advancement of the vast masses of the illiterate and 
semi-literate millions whose mother tongue they are. This, in its turn, 
will accelerate the development of Hindi as our national link languages.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The continuance of Legislative Councils in the States has become an 
anachronism. Recently steps have been taken to abolish these Councils 
in certain States and there is growing and widespread feeling and demand 
in many States to do away with the Upper Houses of the State Legisla¬ 
tures. Piecemeal abolition of Legislative Councils in one State after 
another, after going through the cumbersome process has become un¬ 
necessarily tiresome. There is a need for legislation of this kind to secure 
a uniform one-house Legislature in all the States throughout the country. 

Hence this Bill.

A Bill further to amend the Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites 

and Remains Act, 1958. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-third Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:— 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Ancient Monuments and Archaeo¬ 
logical Sites and Remains (Amendment) Act, 1972. 

(2) It shall extend to the whole of India except the State of Jammu 
and Kashmir. 

2. After section 20 of the Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites 
£4 of lttM. and Remains Act, 1958, the following new section shall be inserted, 

namely: — 

“MEMORIAL IN THE PROTECTED MONUMENT OR AREA 

20A. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or in 
any other law for the time being in force, the Legislative Assembly 
of the State within the territory of which a protected monument or 
a protected area is situated, may, by resolution, authorise the Gov¬ 
ernment of that State to instal, erect, build or construct a suitable 
memorial in, or near, or in the vicinity of, a protected monument or 
a protected area to perpetuate the memory of the person, who was 
either the founder, or the builder or the originator of the idea for

(2) The memorial so installed, erected, constructed or built shall 
be such as not to have the effect of destroying, removing, injuring, 
defacing, imperilling or misusing the protected monument/’. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

There are large number of ancient monuments of historical importance 
in various States, some of which are intimately associated with the life 
of historical figures. On occasions, popular demands are voiced for in¬ 
stalling, erecting, constructing or building suitable memorials to perpe¬ 
tuate the memory of such persons or adding to the historicity of such 
monuments. It is in the fitness of things that the desirability of accept¬ 
ing such demands be left to be decided by the popularly elected Legis¬ 
lative Assembly of the State within which a protected monument is 
situated. 

This Bill seeks to give effect to the above proposal.
